Poli Sci prof charges faculty 
with slanted hiring practices

Faculty In the Political 
Science department have been 
charged with intriguing to block 
the hiring of left leaning 
academics for the third time in 
a decade. 

Political Science Professor 
David Mandel has brought 
charges of an ideologically 
biased appointment process 
before the Canadian 
Association of University 
Teachers (CAUT) Academic 
Freedom and Tenure Com- 
mittee and the Human Rights 
Commission. 

A Canadian scholar in Soviet 
studies, author of two books on 
the Russian Revolution and 
numerous articles, Mandel was

the favoured candidate of the 
Appointments Committee of 
the Political Science depart- 
ment for a three-year ap- 
pointment in Soviet politics. 
Having taught for one year in 
the department. Mandel had 
the support of all five student 
representatives who met to fill 
the position last April. 

At the April meeting the 
Departmental As'sembly 
rejected Mandel's candidacy by 
a vote of 13 to nine and directed 
the Appointments Committee 
to make another recom- 
mendation. The committee was 
stalemated by a four to four 
vote and returned Mandel once 
■ again. The Departmental 
Chairperson, Frank Kunz, who 



had been party to this second 
committee decision, ruled the 
recommendation out of order. 
Mandel's candidacy was thus 
denied and the Appointment 
Committee’s third recom- 
mendation, Dr. Joan DeBar- 
deleden (formerly of Colorado 
State University), was hired for 
the position. 

Mandel charges that "a 
group of professors conducted 
intense lobbying and 
politicking" in the week bet- 
ween the Appointment Com- 
mittee's initial announcement 
and the Departmental 
Assembly's decision to deny 
him the position. Mandel cites 
Assistant Professor Jerome 
Black as saying that parts of 
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University concerned about 
rising Students 9 Society debt

The 'Students' Society is 
$735,000 in debt to the 
University, and McGill wants its 
money back. 

The debt was run up over the 
past three years to finance 
expansion of its business 
operations, and to cover budget 
deficits. No provision was 
made in any Society budget to 
begin repaying the debt, and 
the University now wants some 
indication that the Society is 
going to start paying back. 

"I wouldn't call this a crisis," 
said John Armour, McGill 
University Comptroller. 

"The Society has been in-' 
creasing Its commercial un- 
dertakings, and it's normal for 
some money to be outstanding. 
It just got beyond what it 
should have done, got to bring 
it gradually back into line." 
into line." 

Since 1978, successive 
Students' Councils borrowed 
some $591,000 through over- 
drafts on the Society’s ac- 
counts with the University. No 
interest is charged on the 
overdrafts. A further $144,000 
was borrowed in two in- 
stallments as interest-free 
loans, payable within three 
years. 

The bulk of the overdrafts 
went to pay for equipment not 
provided for in annual budgets. 
According to Society VP 
Finance Salim Tharani, - un- 
budgeted capital expenditures 
were "tacitly approved" by 
Students' Council, in that 
Council approved the minutes 
of the Joint Management 



Committee, the body 
responsible for the planning 
and administration of Society 
finances. 

Some $130,000 of the 
overdrafts were used to build 
up inventory for the Society’s 
business operations. 

Funds were also borrowed to 
cover budget deficits, notably 
some $5,000 to cover a deficit 
from Gertrude's pub last year. 

The $144,000 in interest-free 
loans was negotiated with the 
University specifically to 
purchase vending equipment. 

"In the past, executives have 
proceeded with all sorts of 
projects," said Society VP 
Finance Salim Tharani. 

"But nobody has made any 
commitment to reduce the 
deficit." * 

While carrying a substantial 
debt to the University, the 
Society placed $125,000 into 
short term deposits last year 
using the interest as working 
capital. McGill Comptroller 
Armour said that it was "a bit 
unusual that the Students' 
Society should be enjoying a 
short term investment while 
they owe us money." 

Tharani presented the 
Society's executive committee 
with a debt repayment plan on 
August 26 which calls tor the 
Society to turn over a total of 
$205,000 to McGill by the end of 
the 80-81 financial year. The 
payments include the $125,000 
short term deposit, which was 
turned over In the last week of 
August. The balance will be 
paid as the Society reduces its

on the loans outstanding. 

Between 1981 and 1984, the 
Society would repay $386,000 in 
annual installments. 
Repayment of the $144,000 loan 
has already been provided for 
in a separate plan. 

The repayments will sub- 
stantially cut into the extra 
revenue the Society expected 
to gain from the fee increase 
students approved last year. 
Fees were increased by 28 per 
cent, bringing in an extra 
$108,000 this year. 

• "I wouldn’t say that another 
fee increase is appropriate,” 
Tharani said. "We're just going 
to have to live within our means 
from nowon." 



the crucial departmental 
meoting were "orchestrated" 
and that Mandel did not have 
"his day in court." Black voted 
against Mandel's candidacy. 

Doctoral student P. 
Ramasamy, another participant 
in the departmental meeting, 
says he "was disappointed to 
see that po attempt was made 
to discuss the merits or 
demerits of Mandel's ap- 
plication." 

Adds Ramasamy in a letter to 
the CAUT: "The majority of 
departmental members, in 
riding roughshod over the 
Appointments Committee's 
decision, led me to suspect 
that academic qualifications 
had little to do, with the 
.decision not to" hire Professor 
Mandel. As there was no 
discussion whatsoever of an 
intellectual nature, I could not 
but feel that the whole 
procedure adopted in the 
departmental meeting with 
unjust, and it corroborated my 
opinion that Professor Mandel 
was victim of political bias.” 

Mandel reports: “Professors 
Noumoff, Tullv and Bornstein 
have all told me that in their 
opinion the decision was a 
political one and that 
Professors Waller, Stein, 
Breecher and Steinberg along 
with Professors Kunz and 
Haskel, had been instrumental 
in engineering it." 

Gretta Chambers, a member 
of McGill's Board of Governors, 
discussed Mandel's case with 
Kunz in the week following the 



RAEU recognized 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Quebec's 
youngest student organization 
has been given the stamp of 
approval by its two national 
counterparts. 

Le Regroupement des 
Associations Etudiantes 
Universitaires (RAEU) received 
official recognition from 
l'Association Nationale des 
Etudiants du Québec (ANEQ) at 
their annual congress at the 
Université de Laval two weeks 
ago and from the National 
Union of Students at its May 
meeting in Halifax. 

RAEU representative Marc 
MacDonald saw the action as a 
step forward for his 
organization.

MacDonald explained that 
ANEQ had realized that 
CEGEPs and universities were 
two separate entities with 
different needs. 

RAEU was originally formed 
as a sub-group of ANEQ in 
1976, and began working 
towards autonomy almost 
immediately. In 1978, RAEU 
asked to be recognized as a 
separate organization. At the 
time, ANEQ refused. 

In October 1979, RAEU’s 
twelve member associations 
voted unanimously to have 
RAEU as their sole represen- 
tative. 

Only four Quebec univer- 
sities are voting members of 
both ANEQ and RAEU. 



departmental meeting. Mandel 
reports Chambers' account to 
him of the Chambers-Kunz 
conversation as follows. 

Said Chambers: "I asked if 
perhaps Mandel was not liked 
in the department or if some 
members did not feel com- 
fortable with Mandel. Professor 
Kunz replied that he thought 
that had had a great deal to do 
with the decision." 

Kunz reportedly told 
Chambers, "Mandel (has) a 
serious identity crisis which 
would affect his teaching. He 
(isn’t) sure whether he (Is) a 
professor or a worker." Mandel 
was one of the few professors 
in the Political Science 
department who supported Jhe 
McGill service employees' 
strike which took place last 
February. 

Mandel says Chambers told 
him, "It is clear you have been 
shafted." Chambers directed 
Mandel to her brother Professor 
Charles Taylor who, she told 
him, had made inquiries in the 
department about the reasons 
behind the Mandel decision. 

Mandel says of his con- 
versations with Taylor, "He has 
stated that he feels I cannot 
win and that he would only hurl 
the department if he gave me 
the reasons, since it could lose 
the funding for the position." 

Some observers told the 
Daily that the Mandel case 
gives them a sense of dé/a vu. 
Stein and Waller, among the 
group alleged to have intrigued

McGill, U of Winnipeg student associations 
act to protest investments in South Africa

The student governments of 
McGill and the University of 
Winnipeg are taking action to 
demonstrate their disapproval 
ot Canadian corporations’ in- 
vesting In repressive regimes, 
particularly South Africa. 

The McGill Students' Society 
announced last week it will be 
withdrawing its $14,600 sinking 
fund, used for capital ex- 
penditures, from the Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce, to 
protest the bank’s financial 
links with the apartheid regime 
of South Africa. With the same 
goal in mind, the University of 
Winnipeg Students’ 
Association has withdrawn 
over $50,000 from the Royal 
Bank of Canada. 

v The McGill action stems from 
a resolution passed by 
Students' Council last 
December condemning in- 
vestments in South Africa, the 
only country in the world to. 
actually enshrine racism in Its 
constitution, and calling for the 
immediate divestment of all 
McGill holdings in South Africa. 

Members of the McGill South 



Africa Committee, which was 
set up last year by Council to 
study McGill links with South 
Africa, said they were pleased 
with the news but said that the 
Students' Society sinking fund ' 
represented an insignificant 
sum compared to the South 
Africa holdings of the 
university itself. 

The list of McGill's 15 largest 
stock holdings shows the 
university to have over $10 
million invested in corporations 
such as IBM and 3M with South 
African subsidiaries and in the 
major chartered banks, which 
extend loans to South Africa. 

These figures indicate McGill 
may have more invested in 
South Africa than any other 
Canadian university. 

A Committee to Advise on 
the Social Responsibility of 
Investments was struck by the 
McGill Board of Governors last 
February, but has yet to issue a 
report on the issue. 

The action at the University 
of Winnipeg came in response 
to information supplied by the 
World Council of Churches and 
Amnesty International in- 
dicating that the Royal Bank 



has made loans to repressive 
governments and companies 
operating in those countries. 

“It’s the principle of the 
matter." snJd Brian Pannell, 
President of the UWSA. 

"How could we, in all con- 
science, support a bank that 
has such disregard for the 
welfare of people in countries 
like South Africa and Chile?" 

A letter stating this objection 
was set to the Royal Bank when 
the Students’ Council money 
was transferred to a credit 
union. 

The bank reply was that it 
had made no direct loans to the 
South African government in 
the past four years, but the 
UWSÀ is skeptical as the bank 



will not back this with any 
evidence, claiming a need for 
confidentiality of financial 
transactions. 

Panell also said that even if 
the bank has not lent directly to 
the South African government, 
the bank was still lending 
money to corporations 
operating in South Africa and 
other repressive regimes. 
According to the Council of 
Churches, investment of that 
nature has recently increased. 

The account withdrawn by 
the UWSA presently amounts 
to about $20,000, but reaches a 
peak of over $100,000 each 
year.

"The general attitude of the 
administration has always been, 
to ignore student needs," said 
Marie-Josée Dauphinais, 
president of FASA. 

Dauphinais also turned down 
an invitation to present com- 
memorative student prints to 
Education minister Jacques 
Yvan Morin and other 
dignitaries because students 
had no say in the print choices. 

The boycott, said 
Dauphinais, is a way of ex- 
pressing their displeasure with 
the way the opening 
ceremonies were plannedc. 

"The opening could have 
been something very in- 
teresting, instead we have the 
typical,” said Jennings. 

Newly appointed fine arts 
dean Tony Emery, who had no 
part in the opening planning, 
said he thought it was un- 
fortunate the students had to 
take the boycott step. 

“The climate for the opening 
is unfortunate," said Emery. 
"Common sense and hindsight 
suggest there should have been 
student representation on the 
opening committee." 

Jennings also said the 
association was unhappy that 
students had no representation 
on the building committee 
which decides which works will 
be displayed. 

Emery is in favor of student 
and faculty floor committees 
deciding internal building 
policy. .He also says students 
should be represented on other 
boards. 

“I’m interested in en- 
couraging student input," said 
Emery. "Our students have paid 
to learn and teachers have been 
paid to teach. I see it as a 
partnership between the two.

against Mandel, are names 
which recur in accounts of an 
attempted purge of Marxist 
Pauline Vaillancourt from the 
Political Science department in 
1972-73. 

There is already a growing 
dossier of letters, accusations 
and denials, reminiscent of the 
correspondence about the 
Vaillancourt case made famous 
in Professor Marlene Dixon's 
polemic about political per- 
secution at , McGill, Things 
Which Are Done In Secret. 

Because Mandel was denied 
a position in favour of an 
American (DeBardeleden) his 
case has been cited as 
evidence of a loophole in 
Canadian immigration law. 
Federal law ~ states that a 1 
Canadiàn employer cannot hire 
a foreign citizen unless the 
employer can prove there is no 
Canadian qualified for the 
position. Universities are 
granted immunity ffom this 
statute because of the 
vagueness of criteria for 
qualification for a particular 
teaching position. Mandel's 
case was recently cited In the 
Globe & Mail (August 6) as an 
example of the way this in- 
consistency may permit 
overlooking of qualified 
Canadians in favour of 
Americans. 



The Academic Freedom and 
Tenure Committee of the CAUT 
will review Mandel’s case on 
September 24 to decide 
whether they have grounds for 
an investigation.
